ONSLAUGHTS

Fierce German Counter-At-
tacks Crushed by Foch's
Troops

“NUT CRACKER"” EXPANDS

Haig's Men Drive Germans From
Part of Foureaux
Wood

The French troops under General
Foch are holding fast to the new posi-
tions they gained yesterday along a
10-mile front north and south of the
Somme. Repeated German counter-
attacks have been thrown back with
heavy losses to the enemy, Paris re-
ports today.

The combined Anglo-French offensive
is proceeding methodically towards its
immediate objectives—the capture of
Peronne by the French, and Bapaume
by the British. The British are fight-
ing to reach the Albert plateau, to the
erest of which they have been swept by

‘their latest gains and which dominates

the main highway to Bapaume. The
French are evidently trying to isolate
Peronne by attacks to the north and
south of it.

General Haig's troops continued their
advance today, driving the Germans out
of Foreaux wood, north of Bazentin
and Longueval.

Yesterday's gains by the French as-
sault around Peronne give the Franco-
British forces a perfected link of eom-
munication in the railrond from Clery
nearly to Combles, following in a gen-
eral way the line of the front. Combles
had been used by the Germans as a
depot for distributing centre, but to-
day, with the town in the direct zone
of the French artillery fire and likely
to fall at any moment, the German
forces have been compelled to change
their supply base to a point farther
back.

The French made the greater gain,
for the British aro meeting the sterner
resistance. Toch's troops carried the
German first line along a six-mile front
south of the Bomme, and won trenches
along a four-mile sector north of the
river.

Haig's men made further progress in
Delville Wood and Longueval, the scene
of the heavy German counter-attack,
and then struck northward again, win-
ning 1000 yards of trenches above the
Bazentin-Longueval line.

The joint attack emphasizes the di-
lemma of the German staff. Troops
are needed to meet it, but they eannot
be drawn from the east front, for the
Russians are assailing the Teuton line
Irom Riga to the Carpathians without
pause. The shortening of the German
man line—probably in the east—seems
certain hefore long,

The German Crown Prince invented
the nutcracker style of attack, where
encircling arms strove to squeeze out
resistance about a given section, but
it hns remained for the Franco-British
command to put this style of of-
fensive to another use. Briefly, the
scheme is to advance a wedge—the
fulerum of the nuteracker—and then
push outward two arms from this
wedge. The Germans squeezed an
opened nutcracker together; the Allies
are opening a closed nuteracker. Such
& scheme is in operation today in the
Peronne sector, the British swinging
forward their arm of the nutcracker
with terrific attacks in Longueval and
Dellville wood, and the French pressing
forward south of Peronne,

LINE IN NORTH

Russians Smke Terriﬂc
Blows at Teutons in
Riga Sector

AGAIN MENACED

Lemberg Beported Evacuated by
Civilians and Austrian
Staff

While the forces of General Kuro-
patkin are pressing their terrifie artil-
lery and infantry attacks against Field
Marshal von Hindenburg's front in the
Riga-Dvinsk sector, General Brussiloff .
and General Knledine are pushing their
drives on the Stokhod and Lipa lines.

On the Riga-Dvinsk front the Rus-
sians have inflicted severe losses on the
enemy, breaking the German line with:
their guns and preventing the sending
of reinforcements to the Austro-Gu'-
mans in the south.

On the Stokhod line the attacks of
the Slay troops have increased to such
an extent that Kovel is again menaced,
as the Germans wre making desperate
efforts to halt the Russian advance,

On the Lipa line the Russians are
hammering the army of von Linsingen
with constantly increasing energy.
They are bringing up heavy reinforece-
ments in men and munitions, deter-
mined to break through southward inte
northern Galicia and sweep forward
on Lemberg. The latter city, it is re=-
ported, has been abandoned by virtu-
ally its entire eivil population, while
the Austrinn General Staff, hitherto
located there, has deemed it advisable
to move farther into the interior.

The Russian forces operating in
Bukowinn are continuing their pressure
hoth against the Carpathian passes and
the Delatyn-Stanislau-Lemberg - rail-
way, the southern thread of the great
net which the armies of the Czar are
slowly but surely drawing around the
Galician capital.

KUROPATKIN SMASHES FOE'S
LINE ON RIGA-DVINSK FRONT;
SLAVS MENACE TWO CITIES

KOVEL

PETROGRAD, July 21

The Russian forces under General Kuroe
patkin are furiously attacking the German
army under Fileld Marshal von Hindenburg
In the Riga sector, according to dispatches
from the front today, For geveral days the
